Warden Durston said yesterday that ho had 
not seen the condemned man in 10 days and 
Mrs, Durston had evidently rolaxod her 
labors with him, as she says she has not visi- 
ted him in several days, 

It is probable’ that the execution will be 
managed vory djfferontly next week than it 
would have been ff the murdorer had beon 
electrocuted ‘under his previous sentence, 
Warden Durston says thero will be a changd 
in the personnol of the witnesses anit ho will 
take ovory precaution against tho admission 
of any representative of a mewspaper, but 
personal invitations will probably be sent to 
Walter P. Philips, manager of tho United 
Press, and William Henry Smith of the Asso 
cinted Press. These gentlemen will not bd 
permitted to name substitutes, and thd 
scheme arranged by Tho New York San, 
which would probably have resulted in tho 
admission of two Sun men as’ roproson- 
tatives of the associations, cannot be worked 
this time, 

Warden Durston says there will not be as 
much mystery about the affair next week ng 
there was in April, and it is probable that 
tho hour of electrocution will be known by 
tho representatives in advanca. It is not 
probable that the execution will take placd 
before Tuesday aud it may not occur until 
later in tho w 

The deathlealing apparatus is not yot in 
place, in fact it has not been taken from the 
boxes in which it was brought back from 
Dannemora Prison, where it was iaken to kill 
Chapleau, the Plattsburgh man, whose sea- 
tence was commuted. The work of putting 
the machinery in position is not much, how- 
ever, and can be dono ina fraction of a day.

SEARCHING FOR HIS MOTHER. 


The Cloud Removed From a Young Man's 
Name After Many Days. 

Ciwoaco, Aug, 5.—The members of the 
Board of Trade have been discussing today 
the romantic story of Claude Rosaire. Ho 
is a young man of 27, wealthy and cultured, 
and bas for three years held a position in the 
Chicago Boarc of Trade, When a boy he 
lived with n well-to-do Canadian family in a 
small town in Southeastern Michigan, never 
doubting that he was one of the family. In 
afitof anger four years ngo his supposed 
father told him that there was a cloud upon 
his birth, cad that night Claude left his 
home nover to return, 

An anonymous letter written in French 
was delivered to bim last Thursday, pur- 
porting to come from one who was about to 
die. The letter contained a circumstantial 
account of his movements after he left home 
four years ago, showing that the unknown 
author was familiar with Rosaire's life. The 
writer then informs him) that his grand- 
mother’s mother was the Duchess de Saint 
Allaize of Normandy, who was unhappily 
married. The duchess and her daughter 
fled to Amorica and entered the convent of 
the Uréulines at New Orleans, where five 
Years later the duchess died, The child Vic- 
toria remained in tho care of .the Sisters un- 
til the age of 18, when she, was, allowed to 
temporarily leave the conyent.to complete 
her musical education, She soon met and 
loved a soldier in the Confederate army, and 
‘on Oct, 6, 1863, was married to him and im- 
mediately went with him to Canada. 

The writer of the anonymous letter says 
that he never forgave thom, for it seems ho 
also loved the convent girl He says ho 
followed them as would a bunting dog. 
Three weeks after the birth of their child, 
which occurred the next year, ho stole the 
babe from his nurse and carried him toe the 
south of Ontario, among a colony of 
Canadian Friends. The father, crazed with 
grief, committed suicide, The mother sud- 
denly and mysteriously disappeared, and no 
trace of her could be found, 

The letter declared that Claude Rosaire 
was the stolen child and inclosed the original 
certificate of the marriage of his parents. 

Mr. Rosaire will make every effort to find 
his mother and will search all Catholic con- 
vents through thecountry, His interest in 
the authorship of this letter is overshadowed 
by his desire to learn the whereabouts of his 
mother and of the resting-place of his doad 
father,

The second edict provides that all Jews, 
numbering many thousand familios, settled 
outaide the sixteen specified counties shall be 
expelled. An equally large number of the 
artisan Class will bo rendered homoless by 
the enforcement. The third edlotwithdraws 
permission fcr thom to reside outside those 
aixteon counties. All Jews are precluded by 
the fourth edict from holding mining shares 
or connecting themselves in any way with 
the mining industry, and the fifth still fur- 
ther restricts their participating in the edu- 
cational advantages, The Jewish scholars in 
the past wore not allowed to exceed 5 por 
cent. among the students at the universities, 
and this proportion is now further reduced, 
the result being their wholesale oxpulsion 
from the highor institutions. 

Tho sixth edict imposes upon the Jewish 
students disability by closing tha 
legal profession thom, while tho 
sovonth edict oxcludes thomyfrom the engl- 
neering, naval and medical professions and 
from all government offices. 

The cruel part of these prohibitions fs that 
4n enormous proportion of the Jewish popu- 
ation aro skilled ngriculturists, artisdas and 
professional men, who were all adding largely 
to the wealth of the empire, All chess will 
now be ruined, It is estimated that nearly a 
million people will be expelled from their 
homes under these most tyrannical and re- 
actionary new laws.

THE BAY ROUTE. 

When the Murray Canal was decided 
upon, and construction begun, it was claim- 
ed that its completion would opens safe 
and picturesque route for the large passen- 
gor steamers running between Toronto and 
Montreal. Those who knew the attrac- 
tions of the Bay of Quinte were confident 
in their predictions that when once the 
scenic beauties of the new route became 
more widely known, tourists would ist 
upon this route being taken, 1t was urg- 
ed by some that officers of the large lake 
boats would object to taking tho risk of 
going through a narrow channel, with 
many shoals and points to increase the 
danger of an accident. This objection, it 
is now known, was largely due to an im- 
perfect knowledge of the bay. There is a 
wide and safe channel for the largest lake 
boats all the way from Kingston to the 
Murray Oanal, subject to a few obstruc- 
tions that are casily avoided by experienc 
ed navigators. ‘The tourists who patronize 
the lake and river route ‘are generally dis- 
posed to favor calm water, and hence havo 
some dread of the exposiire to winds and 
wave on the open lake. © They feel a groat- 
er security and experience more pleasure 
when land is near; and they certainly pre- 
for to watch the changing scenes of such a 
panorama of views as the Bay of Quinte 
unfolds, to gazing on a mouotonous expanse 
of blue water, “ 

Last Saturday evening the Algerian, one 
of the through steamers, passed up the bay 
and through the canal, en route to Toronto, 
with nJarge number of passengers. This, 
we are told, was an experimental trip, and 
the result seems to have been highly satis- 
factory. The tourists, as might reasonably 
be expected, were delighted with the 
change, and so expressed themselves to 
the officers of the boat, We take it for 
granted that most of them were strangers 
to our beautiful bay, and were as much 
surprised as pleased with what they could 


see from the decks of the steamer in the, 


dim light of the summer byanings The ex- 
periment was made a little too late in the 
season, as the daysare shortening s0 much 
as to render tho greater part of the route 
unfavorable for observation. June, and 
July offer the best facilities, as the border- 
ing landscape is then relulgent in its sum- 
mer glory, and the lengthoned evening 
twilight enable tourists to “drink endless 
pleasures in.” The timo-table governing 
the sailing of the Toronto and Montreal 
steamers Is also unfayorable for a proper 
appreciation of the bay route, . 

Ib might be convenient for an earlier de- 
parture trom Kingaton in the afternoon to 
be arranged and then the canal could be 
reached before ten o'clock, thus affording a 
full view of the bay scenery by daylight. 
We presumo that, the experimental trip 
having proved satisfactory, arrangements 
will be made to repeat it. The Government 
should see that all necessary lights for the 
guidance of vessels entering the canal aro 
provided, and officers in charge must make 
delays while passing through as few and 
unobjectionable as possible, Prompt and 
courteous treatment of all persons using 
the canal will enhance its reputation and 
increase its traffic, When everything 1s 
ready, and Jake captains are more familiar 
with the bay, we do not think there will 
be one hour's difference in tho time con- 
sumed sailing from Kingston to Toronto by 
the two routes, 

Thia introduces another subject that 
should be of interest to the citizens of 
Belleville. An extended knowledge of the 
Bay of Quinte for summer tourists will re 
sult in ond increased number of Onnadian 
and American visitors to this svction. 
They will be largely influenced, pro or con, 
by the accommodation provided for their 
comfort and convenience, Such people os 
spend thelr money freely in searoh of 
health and pleasure aro accustomed to do- 
cont fare at homo, and they oxpect similar 
troatmont whon they travel, if they pay 
for it. Belloyillo ia so situated as to offor 
superior Inducomonts for summor tourists, 
The facilities for boating, fishtog, and 
country rambling aro unsurpassed, and the 
home comforts that distinguish the city are 
widely known and praised, Wo haye no 
hotel accommodation that could be recom- 
mended for tho patronage of summor 
travollors, This ts no roflyction on oxint: 
ing hotels hero, nor on thoir managomont. 
Tho best possible is givon with the facilities 
at command, Tho neod of o first-class 
hotel, conducted on modorn principles, and 
offering superior accommodation, 1s appar- 
ont to all. Wo trust that tho suggestion 
of the Belleville Board of Trade will moot 
with  roady response, and that our fair 
city will soon have a hotel that will attract 
visitors by its excolloncy of constructlon 
and managomont,

Family Likenesses 


Curlous Investigations by a Photographic 
Soclety at Geneva, 


Some curious investigations have recent- 
ly been undertaken by a photographic so- 
ciety in Geneva, The purpose was to show 
that the longer a married couple lived to- 
gether, we apprehend harmoniously, the 
more and more marked became the resem~ 
blance which the two persons bore to each 
other. Photographs of seventy-eight old 
couples were taken, as well as of an equal 
number of adult brothers and sisters, On 
careful investigation it was found that the 
married couples were more like each other 
than the brothers and sisters of the same 
blood. Apparently, therefore, there seems 
to be a stronger force available for the pro- 
duction of ‘family likenesses” even than 
that of hereditary transmission. 

In accepting the statement of the soclety 
in question as true as to the fact, and not 
regarding it as the outcome of an attempt 
to make practice and theory meet, it fs not 
difficult in a certain measnre to account for 
the phenomenon referred to, Human 
beings, for example, have quite a faculty 
for copying each other in their ways, move- 
ments and temperaments, Witness the at- 
tempts which are commonly made to imitate 
the mode of utterance and the ‘catchy’ 
mannerisms which happen to be affected by 
this or that public man. Almost every 
man and woman has a ‘‘model”’ in ordinary 
life from whom certain features are taken 
and adapted.—London Medical Press.

These are watering-placos accessible to'all 
of ux, Wedonot have a laborious picking 
up before wo start—only the throwing away 
of ovr transgressions, No exponsive hotel 
bills to pay; itis “without mouey and with- 
out price.” No long aud dirsy travel before 


will last them all their .ife long. You know 
as well os I do that thisis tho simplo truth,

You may as 
woll go among the gaily painted yachts of a 
summer regatta to finda war vessel a3 to go 
among the light spray of the summer water- 
ing place to find character that can stand 
the test of the great struggle of human life. 
Ah, jn the battle of life you what a stronger 
weapon thana lace fan or a croquet mal- 
let! The load of lifo is 30 hoavy thatin ord- 
er to draw it you want a teas. stronger than 
one made up of amasculine grasshopper and 
a feminine butterfly, 

Ifthere is any man in the community that 
excites my contempt, and that excites tho 
contempt of every man and womau, it is tho 
solt-handed, soft-headed fop, who, perfumed 
until the air is actually sick, sponds the suni- 
mer in taking killing attitudes, aud waving 
sentimental adjeus, aud talking tuflnitesmal 
nothings, and finding his heaven inthe set 
of alavender kid glove, Boots as tight asan 
inquisition, the two hours of consummate skill 
extibited in tle ofa flaming cravat, his con- 
vorsation mado up of “Ah’s” “Oh's" and '*Hé- 
hee's.”

A Great Locomotive, 

The great Strong locomotive which was 
built a year or more ago for the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fo, but after the change 
of administration was not putin service, 
has just made its first appearance on the 
road, taking the California expreas between 
Kansas Oity and Nickerson, Itis stated 
that after some improvements are made in 
the bridges and culverts east of the Mis- 
souri river the engine, with others of the 
same kind which are to be constructed, will 
be run between Chicago and Kaveas City, 
and rumor has it thae they will reduce tho 
time from 14 to 10 hours. As the distance 
is 458 miles this report is to be taken with 
much allowance. This engine, which is 
‘named the ‘J. W. Strang” after the in- 
vontor is 60 feet long and weighs 67 tons, 
Tho drivors are 5 feet 6 inches in diameter, 
and are placed under the centre of the 
great double boiler, or boilers with double 
firebox, which constitutes the most notice- 
able feature of this remarkable engine.

A Laughing Plant 


prt Coreal Now Under 
altivation, 


Extraordinary De 


ing portion of the southern extremity of 
tho Sahara Dosert, thoy were made ac- 
quainted with the peouliar propertios of a 
plant known only to that region, owlled by 
the Arabs cuili koia, or tho laughing plant. 
Profoasor Salobi, attached to the expedl 
tion, was fortunate onough to procure sev 
eral fine specimens of this pecaliar plant, 
which he is at present cultivating with o 
view to practical experiments, 

The production of laughtor by artificial 
means, it is thought, can be reduced to a 
scionce now that the discovery of a plant, 
the proporties of which are a direct ino.n 
tive to laughter, has been made. Any 
amount of cachinnation can be produced 
by simpiy {ncreasing or diminishing tho 
lnugh-producing dose, 

There was a time whon the somnolent 
effects produced by the poppy were nob 
generally known, but the soportific proper- 
ties of this plant aro now beyond cavil, and 
in ashost time ib is expected thabd Prof. 
Salchi will have a crop of the laughtor-pro- 
ducing plants large onough for practical 
experiments. The now almost unknown 
plant will soon become a staple article of 
commerce and the principal cereal cultivat- 
ed in many a vast garden will be the 
laughter-prducing plant. As opium is cer- 
tain to produce sleep, a0 can the laughing- 
plant be at all times rolied upon to produce 
Iaugh’er in all animated creatures, from 
the micro-organisms of the oscillatories up 
to the gonus home. 

This strange plant grows in the arid 
dosorts of Arabia and on the vast aea of 
white sand known as the Desert of Sahara, 
in Africa. The plant is of moderate size, 
with bright yellow flowers and soft, velvety 
seed pods, each of which contains two or 
three seeds resembling small black boans. 
Tho natives ot the district) where this 
strange plant grows, dry the seeds in the 
sun and reduce them to a fine impa!pable 
powder, bya process of macoration between 
two stones. A small dose of this powder 
has similar effects to thao arising from the 
inhalation of laughing gas. It causes the 
most sober person to dance, shout and Jaugh

Lonpon, Aug. 1.—A shocking triple 
morder occurred at Kingsland, in this city, 
Wednesday night which all the London 
papers characterise to-day as ‘‘an Ameri 
can tragedy.” A discharged soldier named 
Hargan, alias Harper, quarrelled with Wil- 
liam Lambert and John Wheeler while sit- 
ting together in a baroom, The landlord 
ejected them. When outside Hargan im- 
mediately drew a Oolt’s revolver and shot 
both men through the head, They fell dead 
on the sidewalk. The bystanders attempt- 
ed to capture the murderer, who imme- 
diately shot again, killlnga third man, An 
enormous and excited crowd then gathered 
around Hargan, who kept every one at bay, 
levelling his revolver and backing down the 
street. Noone had the courage to make 
an attempt to capture him, until William 
Knifton, a brother of the prize fighter, and 
another man grappled with him from behind 
—then began a fesperste fight for life. 
Hargan managed to fire his revolver three 
times into the crowd without hitting Knif- 
ton or doing anydamage. The fight lasted 
a quarter of an hour, during which time 
Knifton was nearly killed and Hargan 
nearly torn to pieces. His clothes were 
stripped from him, and when finally, ex- 
hausted and bleeding, he fell to the alde- 
walk, the crowd stamped on him, threw 
stones on him, and would have Jynched him 
but for the arrival of a squad of police, 
He was picked up in a dyin condition and 
carried to the station house on a stretcher, 
Hargan left the West Surrey Regiment 
three months ago and went to New York 
in search of employment. He was not 
successful in finding it and returned here 
a few daysago. While in New York he 
bought the revolver with which he did the 
shooting. He asserts that the dead men 
robbed him the night before, and at the 
station house, in plying his desposition, he 
sald that he had served them only as they 
would have been served in America for a 
similar offence. Ho says he has been o 
clerk In New York, also in Philadelphis, 
His fall ame is Walter Alfred Hargan,and 
he is evidently a man of some refinement 
and education.

Harivax, Aug. 4 —The steamer Portia, 
Captain Ash, which arrived today from 
St. John’s, Nfld., had a very narrow on 
capo from dontruction on her way fromPilley » 
island on the 30th of July. When near 
Fao Head » huge icsborg wan noticed dead 
ahead, ‘Tho steamer sailed close alongside 
of it and while passing the glittering mass 
a torrific report was heard, which shook 
the ship. The monster berg suddenly 
broke in three pieces each piece going under 
water with roar and crash like 
thunder, Tho steamer shot on the 
bottom of the third piece, which 
tipped over, holding her for » while cloar 
out of tho wator. Fora time it looked to 
all on board as though sudden death was in- 
evitable, but in a moment the sea, which 
had hitherto been as placid as a mill pond, 
auddenly became a surging mass. This 
driving sea rushed down upon tho Portia 
and lifted her cff the ice into the water, On 
examining the ship it was found that the 
stanchions in the saloon had been replaced 
and bent and the under girders of the din- 
ing tablos smashed. Captain Ash was at his 
post on the bridge at the time of the accident. 
After the report ho saw a third of a berg 
tip over and a portion of it slowly rise from 
the water, Tho engines were stopped. Had 
this order not been promptly executed the 
steamer would have gone down when lifted 
from the ice by the seas. The excitement 
among the passongers was intense, The 
captain and chief officers shouted to the 
passengers to keep cool. The terrified pas. 
sengers grow calmer, and almost immedi- 
ately after the Portia was in clear water, 
and out of dangor. Tho bow of the ship 
was damaged by ice, and a portion of the 
forward apartment was flooded. Tho pas- 
sengers speak in high terms of the judgment 
and coolness displayed by Captain Ash. 
This presence of mind during dangor is what 
would naturally be expected from a man 
who took such a prominent part in the Gree- 
ley relief expedition, ‘Tho passengers pre- 
sented Captain Ash with an address. Mr, 
Northcote, the chief officer, was in his 
berth when tho iceberg broke ; he informed 
a reporter to-day, that he was startled by 
Jumos of ios coming through the port-hole 
into his apartments.

The Cheese Trade 

Unquestionably the stranding ofthe Idaho 
with nearly 40,000 boxes of cheese last 
week, arrested the downward course of 
the market on this side, as the fear of the 
cheese being lost, or at least delayed for a 
considerable period, struck terror into the 
breasts of those who had sold short to a 
considerable extent on the other side and 
started them buying in unusual haste. 
This, along with the fact that a good postion 
of the orders for the cheese on the Idaho 
had to be duplicated, caused a good deal of 
buying in the country, and started values on 
their upward course, resulting in an advance 
of tc. per lb, since our last report, sales 
haying transpired within the past few days 
of finest white and colored at 8} to 8, two 
exceptionally choice lots bringing 84. A 
feature in the situation is the splendid 
quality of the July make, which is sald to 
surpass that of June, and this has no doubt 
been a factor in the recent advance. But 
when it is considered that the exports up 
to the present time have exceeded those 
for the corresponding period last yoar by 
over 100,000 boxes, the 40,000 boxes on 
the Idaho could only have a temporary ef- 
fect upon the market even if every 
box were lost, A good position of 
it however, it is said, will be saved, 
Since our last report the public cable 
advanced to 42s 64, although the recent 
drop to 42s would soem to indicate that the 
appreciation is bhort lived, and that in 
view of the heayy make, pricos may go as 
low if not lowor than before.

When the mask was taken off Kemmler’s 
face, his eyes were helf open and his ex- 
pression, while not normal or placid, was 
not horrifying to see. 

He brenkfasted lightly between 6 and 6 
o'clock. Religious services were held. He 
made his own toilet. He was cheerful, cool, 
and without apparentdread.

about 6:30 o'clock, He assisted in prepa- 
rations for his death. He was placed in an 
ordinary chair by the Warden, who iptro- 
duced him to those present. He made a 
brief farewell. There were no prayers in 
the death-room. The man was evidently 
devoid of nervous tension ; his voice while 
speakiog had no tremor. He submitted to 
the straps quietly. Hedirected the adjust- 
ment of the electrodes. He made sugges- 
tions to the Warden, and finally sat with- 
out tremor to await the stroke, 

Convulsions marked the application of 
electricity, noted by all the doctors present. 
The microscope later must determine the 
exact conditiona. When his coat was off, 
Kremmler turned in the direction of the 
door through which he had come into the 
room and began to unbutton his vest. At 
the same time the Warden was drawing the 
interfering drapery of his shirt through a 
hole in his trousers and cut it off, so as to 
leave. little surface of flesh against which 
one of the electrodes was to press, absolute- 
ly bare.

‘A Novel Scene in the 


Kentucky 
Years Court 


Mountains of Old 
For the Firat Tie 
fa Hold in Perry ¢ 
The Judge I led by Bayo 
CrIncinnatr, O., Aug. 0.—Tho first sexsion 
jof court hold in over two yearw in Hazard, 
Porry county, Ky., opened last Saturday. 
The famous vendetta and F y county war 
casas are boing tried there. Tho scene is one 
of tho strangest ever witnessed in tho United 
States. Hundreds of backwoodsmen and 
mountaineers into the little 
‘village, State troops with drawn bay- 
lonets oncircle the judge and jury, while 
heavy detachments of the same aro keep- 
ing o sharp outlook among thoso who 
have crowded into Hazard to listen to the 
trial of tho murderers of Eversole. The 
town is isolated and a correspon- 
dont has just arrived in Cincinnati after 
traveling over ono hundred miles before 
reaching a railroad, Several months ago 
the Court Houso was burned down at mid- 
night by a masked band, whoso cry was that 
Porry County had no need for Jaw or Inw- 
yers, Judge J, T. Lilly bad ongendered the 
wrath of the mountain outlaws, who have 
more than ceo threatened his life, On nc- 
count of the burning of the courthouse he 
Was compolled to havo a tent built in which 
to hold urt, It is loosely constructed of 
light canvas and ho sits behind a largo 
store box, with the soldiors about him, On 
boards laid across small boxes tho public is 
soatod, the lawyers occupying chairs in front 
of the Judgo. Among the latter is Judge 
William Hurst, who has not been back there 
since he was shot a fow months Ago until this 
torm of court,

Ho has been employed b: 
Mrs, Eversolo to assist in Rrioginsiten inate 
the murderers of her husband. Tho next 
day after he was shot Judgo Hurst recoivea 
4 lotter from Fulton French, the leader of 
the French faction, saying: ‘You get, and 
that quick,” 

Capt, Hurst was a brave soldior in the 
civil war and lost an eye at Mission Ridgo, 
but he know what Fronch’s warning meant 
and he left Hazard at once, 

The proceedings on the first day wore of 
the strangest charactor, Judge Lilly called 
court to order at { o'clock am. and Sheriff 
Fields walked to the edge of the tent and an- 
nounced in a loud voice: ‘Hear yo, hear ye, 
the court is in session and all mon within the 
hearing of the court are notified that the 
honorable judge of the Circuit Court is on 
the bench. God save the Commonwealth.” 
At this announcemont an increased number 
of people crowded about the Judge. Sixteen 
mon were found who could act as members 
of the Grand Jury according to the law. 
Judge Lilly then began his instructions to 
the Grand Jury, He has become somewhat 
brave with the militia back of him, and was 
very severe in his instructions. ‘Ag you all 
witness,” said he, “Iam again hore to hold 
court. Ihave missed several terms in your 
county, and for reasons best known to myself 
I was satisfled that a court could not bo 
held, and having had my life throatened, 
had every reason to believe I would be as: 
sassinated if I came to Perry. Now, it all 
lies with you, Do you wanta court, that 
you may bring offenders to justice? I know 
the reputation of Perry too well, and when 
the people learn that a man’s life is more 
valuable than that of a horse, men will bo 
punished more soveroly for murder than for 
horse stealing.” 


People seomed amazed at tho Judge's stern 
remarks, for ho had nover boforo talked so 
plainly, but he was now backed by the 
militia, Several tough-looking characters 
walked hurridly outof the tents as if anx- 
fous to inform some faction that Judge Lilly 
Was getting too severe, Continuing, Judge 
Lilly said: “Inow turn to a pago in the 
statutes of Kentucky which defines the 
word murder and the law upon that 
tubject, Itseoms that the poople of Perry

‘Anglo-German agreement, and as the visit of 
tho Prince of Woloes to Hprlin was not with- 
out bearing upon tho treaty, fo Foreign Office 
circ relieve that thore wax a political 
significance in tho prosant visit of the Kaiser, 
the outeome of whieh may astonish the 
world, ‘fhe Post’s allusion, as read here un- 
der the light of the reports eirculating in the 
official world, point to » project of the 
Kuaisor’s to obtain the Czar assent to another 
Ber s, aiming at a goneral Euro- 
pean peace compact, implylug a limitation of 
armamonts. Lord Salisbury's declaration at 
the Mansion Hou Jnropo was never 
more pacific and that the nations were grow- 
ing inclined to compromfw indicated tho 
strain of biscommunication with the powers. 
The Kaiser ix going to Russia as the apostle 
ef pence, and now desires the Kaisorin to ac- 
‘company him, Tho Czarina ignored the ap- 
Proaches of Gen, Von Schweinitz, the Ger- 
man Ambassador, regarding the reception of 
the Kaisorin, so the Grand Duke of Hesse, on 
the solicitation of Emperor William, has 
started for St. Petersburg to arrange for thé 
Kaiserin's visit 
‘ Tho bolief in official circles here is that the 
Czar will treat the League of Ponce as a 
futility unless associated with the restora- 
tion of Russian dominance in tho 
Balkans and the permanent satisfying of 
France, Whatever the Kaiser's peace 
ideas may be, his movements tend to 
‘strengthon Germany in the event of 
war, His visit to Norway was immediately 
snocessful fn inducing the Governmept to 
consent to tho recruitment of Norwegians 
‘and Swedes for the Gorman navy, an ample 
supply of fine seamen being thus afforded, 
King Oscar also accepted an invitation to be 
present at the grand landand sea manquvres 
which will take placo in September, King 
Leopold similarly marks the entente achioved 
at Ostend by promising his presence at the 
manmuvres. The screeches of the French 
press over the extension of German alliances 
‘are not unprovoked. 


The Kaiser Takes Heligoland. 
Benwiy, Aug. 10,—The German Imperial 
yacht Hohouzollern and the accompanying 
squadron anchored off Heligoland at 10 
o'clock this morning. Emperor William and 
Prince Henry landed at noon and were mot 
by Herr von Boetticher, The inhabitants 
gave the Emperor and hfs brother a hearty 
reception. ‘The Imperial party proceeded at 
once to the overland, where an openair servico 
was held. The Emporpr delivered a short 
address and» the German flag was then 
hoisted, battery at tho same time firing a 
salute. Two thousand marines were re- 
viewed by the Emperor, who afterwards re- 
ceived an address presiited by the inhabi- 
tants of tho island. After taking luncheon 
in tho casino the Emperor departed at 3}¢ 

o'clock amid the cheers of the populace.

Officers Hayden and MeMicking then mado 
a detour and afteran hour's hard climbing 
reached the place Where the body of the un- 
fortunate woman was found lying fright- 
fully mangled on the rugged rocks. The 
face was badly sunken, and the whole body 
was yery much decomposed, The bands 
were over the head, It, being late in the 
evening no attempt was made to bring tho 
body to the top of the bavk, Coroner 
McGarry was notifiel and ordered the body 
guarded te-night and brought to the police 
station at daybreak. Th» party then re 
turned to Police Magistrate Hill's office, 
where Mrs. Quigley related this story to the 
Polico Magistrate in the presence of Detec- 
tives Hayden, Furtherer, MeMicking and 
y ur_correspondent; 

1 live at Rochester, N.Y. 
Falls Sunday, July With me was my 
brother, Arthur Day, and his wife. We 
came by the West Shore via Buffalo, ar 
riving here about 11 o'clock in the morning. 
‘Tho trip was proposed by my brother Ar 
thur on the preceding Saturday. He called 
at my house and asked me to go to the Falls. 
1 told him I was pe nd could not afford it. 
He told me ho would pay my fare. I told 
him I would go, Upon our arrival at tho 
Falls we took the street cars to tho bridge. 
Wo crossed the lower bridge to this sido and 
walked down towards the whirlpool, 

Below the whirlpool rapids elevator, being 
tired, Isat Sov upon a stone looking towardd 
the Falls. My brother and his wife went on 
down and stopped at the place where we did 
today. I saw my brother onco standing 
near tho precipice, his wife immediately in 
front of him. 

The next time I looked he was wav- 
ing a black handkerchief for me to 
come to him, which I did, and not see 
{ng his wife I asked him where Deseriah was. 
He admitted that be had pushed her over the 
bank and said sho had never moved and did 
not know whatstruck her, Hesaid he want 
ed to get rid of hor. 

Afterwards he gave me a ticket and said 
we must part, I went up on a street car to 
the falls and took the train from there, I 
saw my brother upon arrival at Buffalo, but 
did not speak to him. I saw him three dayd 
afterwards in Rochester. ‘Tho only thing he 
said about the murder was that had he to do 
it over he would not. Wy 

Detective Hayden threw the following light 
upon the murder; Last Yuesday Lizzi 
Breen of 228 Plymouth-street, Rochester, 
who had lived comfortably with her father 
before meeting one Arthur Hoyt of the samé 
city, whom she had married July 12 last at 
Canandaigoa, aid information before 
mo that sbe had reason to think she had 
beon victimized by Hoyt, that his name was 
not Hoyt but Arthur Day, and that he was a 
married man when she met him. He de 
tuiled Detective Kavanagh on the case, Tho 
detective bad Day arrested for bigamy at 
once and learned upon further investigation 
that Mrs. Day No, 1, ber husband and 
sister-in-law were at the Falls on July 27, but 
could not find any trace of Mrs, Day's 
present whereabouts, Wife No, 2said that 
Day would awaken ber talking in his sleep by 
expressions of, ‘Here she goes over," and like 
remarks. 

Mrs, Quigley being questioned by the do- 
tectives about that visit admitted to them 
her brother bad told ber at the falls bo had 
pushed her over the bank, 

Arthur Day married ono Deseriah

SUICIDE AT VERDUN, 


A Female Inmate at the Asylum Takes a 
VYatal Dose. 

Montneat, Aug. 11.—One of tho fomale 
patients of the now Protestant insane asylum, 
at Verdun committed suicide by swallowin 
® quantity of carbolic acid. Coroner Toned 
has decided to hold an inquest, and h: 
delegated High Constable Bissonnette to sui 
mon a jury, The name of the woman wi 
Jessie Campbell. She was about 3 y: 
of ago, married, and the mother of 
threo children, Sho wasa pay patient an 
one of the first to enter the hospital, havin 
come from Howick, She hai been sufferin; 
from melancholia, with an inclination 
commit suicide, and every possible prever 
tive measure was taken in her case, Sh 
was not even allowed to sleep alone. Shi 
occupied one of the rooms on the second floor 
in the part sot apart for female pay pationts, 
and a couple of doors from hers whs the 
room of Miss Dance, the nurso who had 
charge of the department, Amnong the con- 
tents of the latter's room was a bottle pard 
tially filled with carbolie acid, which she had 
used for disinfecting jturposes. A little be 
fore 8 o'clock she loft her room to get some 
clean towels, not being absent more than two 
or three minutes, but she forgot to lock her 
door, When she returned she found Mrs} 
Campbell lying on the floor moaning and par- 
tially unconscious Dr. Burgess, the medi4 
cal superintendent, was immediately calli 
upstairs, and thinking the woman ina fit 
hurried to his office to procure some modi, 
cine, when Miss Dance came running afte: 
Wm and told him that she had found ou 
the real causo of the woman's illness. 
She had noticed that the bottle of acid was 
missing from the place where she had put it/ 
and found it almost empty. A hurried 
examination of the patient’s mouth and 
throat showed she had swallowed the poison, 
and though everything possible was done ta 
save and revive her, sho died in about twenty, 
minutes, the effect of an internal application 
of carbolic acid being an almost immodiatd

The curious ocean traveler, which was this 
morning lying in Flushing Bay, is his latest 
successful attempt at this form of timber 
transportation. 

It was as long ago as June 10 that the two 
tugs B. T. Haviland and EE, Hoipenhausen, 
belonging to Capt. Josoph Laughiin's well- 
kiown towing line, steamed out of this city, 
bound for St. John. N.B,, to bring the 
latest and biggost Leary raft to thisport. A 
crew of nine men manned each of tho tugs 
and the captaths of the Heipenbausen and 
Haviland were Walter P. Crosby and W. 
Daly. St, John was reached on Jono 15, 
and on June 17 the westward journey was 
begun. Tho raft as it left St. John con- 
sisted of seventeen sections or separate 
bunches of timber, tho average length of tho 
timbers boing 70 foot. In Mr. Leary’s 
first raft tho unhewed tree-trunks had been 
solidly welded together by chains into a 
ainglo enormous cigar-shaped craft, Tho 
pPresont raft, or rather rafts, were differ- 
ently constructed. A certain number of logs 
(or tree trunks they really should be called) 
wore bound together by iron chains, mak- 
ing a raft just the natural length of the 
timbers and drawing between nine and ten 
feet of water. Through the core or centre 
of this raft ran an immense iron cable, upon 
which sixteen other rafts, alsothe natural 
length of the timbers, were constructed. 

Great tripods were erected upon the raft 
\at regular intervals, from which were sus 
pended lanterns that were kept brightly 
burning each night, 

The start from St, John was made in good 
weather, but on the second day out a heavy 
fog set in and for two days and nights the 
people in the tug-boats didn't obtain even so 
much as a glimpse of the elongated thing 
behind them. When on June 19 the fog 
lifted it was perceived that the Jast two 
sections wore missing. They were noyor 
found, The tug commanders, fearing a 
further curtailment of their tow, con- 
cluded to make tho first harbor and at 
once headed for JFronchman’s Bay, 
bnt os the weather continued good 
they decided to continuo to Rockland, 
Me, They reached Rockland Jum 21 
and remained there 11 days strengthen:

Tho 
reapplication of the current was continued 
from 6,49} to 6.51 o'clock, intermitted twice 
at the switch. 


At 6.51 another groan of dismay was heard 
near the chair and smoke was observed curl- 
ing up from Kemmler's back,

“Cut off the current!" sheuted another, 

‘Ho is dead. There's no use keeping up 
the cu-rent longer!” said some one else, 

Again the warden gave the signal to open 
the switch and the body in the chair, sux 
charged with 4 distinct shocks, developed no 
further movement, 

“He's unquestionably dead,” said Dr. Mac: 
donald, “and he would never have moved 
after the spasm of the first shock had tho 
fir#t chock boon maintained 20 seconds, and 
8 Jess time with a stronger current.” 

Meantime Dr, Fell was wetting the 
sponge in the electrode at Kemmler's 
back and putting out some little fire 
that had communicated to fhe man’s clothing. 
Soon the smoke'from burning cloth and flesh 
disappeared. But the odor still clung about 
tho place, stifling and tenacious, 

Almost immod{ately attendants began to 
unbind the corpse and finally the mask was 
removed. The eyes were found to be half 
closed and without a glassy stare. The lids 
were lifted and teats of the pupils with bright 
light were made. The optic nerves were 
dead. There was no contraction of tho 
pupils Where the mask had pressed tho 
forchead there was a livid mark, The noso 
and the region of its base wns of deeply 
livid hue.

A WAIF AND A WANDERER, 


The Story of Kemmler’s Life—The Crime 
for Which he Died, 


Kemmler was born in Philadelphia thirty 
years ago, brought up in ignorai 
learned a trade and for years has beon a wait 
anda wanderer, He did not know whethor 
ho has a relative lying, although shortly. 
after ho came to Auburn he received a letter 
from a man living in Ohio who was probably 
his uncle, 

So ho grew up like a lost child and natur- 
ally, because his fathor was a butcher, 
worked more at that than at anything else. 
It was the only business of which he had the 
least knowledge, Some three years ago in 
Camden, N.J,, he married Ida Porter, The 
day after his wedding ho learned that she 
had another husband living, Immediately 
he left bor aud ran away to Buffalo with Mrs, 
Tillie Zeigler, There ho became at once o 
huckster andadrunkard, The woman, too, 
was cursed witha taste for liquor, They 
quarreled continually, She frequently stole 
his money, and, taken altogether, their life 
was as degraded as could be, 

One night, crazy with drink, they had a 
row about a few cents, and he struck her on 
the head with an ax. Next day she was 
dead, That night, iu the station-louse cell, 
he was plied with liquor until he grew talk 

and told enough to convict himself. 
That is the whole story of his life, common 
enough in its besiuning, avd uncommon 
in its ending only beenuse he Was the first 40

HAVE WE NATURAL GAS? 

For some time past it has seemed to us 
that some thorough experiments should be 
made by our people to ascertain the origin 
of the natural gas jets, that have been 
found at the surface of the ground, or at 
the bottom of shallow wells in the vicinity, 
If company or association were formed 
and funds provided to test the question,we 
believe it would be a yery promising enter- 
prise, Whore gas wells have been discov- 
ered hardly a atlck of wood or a pound of 
coal is used for fuel. Almost every 
house in the vicinity of natural gas 
wells is lighted and heated with gas. It 
is tho ideal fuel, There is nothing to be car- 
ried in,nothing to be carried out,no amoke, 
no dust, no kindling, no delay in starting 
fires, and withal, it is exceedingly cheap. 
Pittsburg, Wheeling, and other cities of 
the United States, befors the discovery of 
natural gas for fuel lighting and manufac 
turing purposes, were famous for smoke 
and soot,but are nowamong thecleanestand 
brightest of towns, A good gas or oll well 
is valuable—valuable to the community, 
and to the owners, Large daily incomes are 
derived from these natural gas wells, In 
Pennsylvania the oll and gas are always 
found in the same stratum, [t fs a layer 
of rock from fiye to eight feet thick, and 
known as the Gordon sand atone; neither 
oil or gas is found eleowhere in that region, 
than right under this rock, Oil at some 
pointe in the district is found; at another, 
quite near, agreat flow of gas, and at a 
third it may be between the other two, 
thero will be nothing but a dry hole, 

While vil and gas are seldom, perhaps 

never, found in the same well, they are 
usually found in tho same vicinity. 
It would seem that thoy have the same 
origin; perhaps gas is simply tthe oll vola- 
tillzed, or oil may be the gas condensed, 
at all events, they are closely related. 

Now what do these gas jets about Belle- 
ville signify? Do they mean nothing but 
that there are little accumulations of gas 
here and thore near the aurfaco, resulting 
from the decaying vegetable mould? That 
this gas collects in little pockets, or small 
masses of porous earth, as in a sponge 
which, when punctured, lots the gaa escape, 
which blows off for afew days and then 
comes to an end? There cannot be one 
chancé in a thousand that this is the true 
explanation of the matter. Even if there 
wore the least evidence that gas was over 
formed in this way, so near the surface, its 
formation would be so slow that it would 
bo taken up by the porous earth as fast as 
formed and evaporated. Wo cannot con- 
ceive of ita being so confined as to causo 
the pressure which those jets Indicate. 
When tapped, it might riso to the surfaco 
Indeed ; but it would riso lazily as smoke, 
having no proasure boneath it. This theory 
does not explain the phenomenon. Is 
there nuts theory much more roasonablo 
and probable than this? 

Why not account for these phenomona 
aa similar phonomena are accounted for in 
Ponnsylvania and Ohio? Why not say they 
aro indicatory, that they point to somothing 
larger and deopor than themselves Suppose 
at a dopth of 3,000 feet or so below the sur- 
faco, thore isan immonno rosorvoir of gas 
confined in rock ribbed and rock roofed 
caverns of the oarth—that the pressure is 
enormous, as it is in Pennsylvania, whoro,

Murried Persons Live Longer than Single 
Ones 


Thoro aro about 1,500,000,000 inhabi- 
tants on the globe, Of these 33,033,033 
die overy yoar. There are 3,064 languagos 
and over ono thousand religions professed 
by the people. Tho numbor of males and 
females is about equal and their averago 
life 1s about 33 years; one-fourth of tho in- 
habitants dio before thoy roach thoir fiftioth 
year. To 1,000 persons only one reaches 
tho ago of 100 years, to every 100 only nix 
roaches the ago of 65, and not more than 
ono in 599 lives to ee the eightleth year; 
33,033 033 dying every yoar, make o grand 
total of 91,824 per day, 3,730 per hour, 
sixty a minute, or one every time the olock 
ticks | 

Married persons live longer than single 
ones, and the tall have a better chance for 
long life than those of short stature, Wo- 
men have more chances of life in their 
favor previous to 50 years of age thon men 
have fewer afterwards.

My Trip to the North 
For the Intelligencer, 


1 started from Bridgewater: on Friday, 
26th ultimo, for Bancroft. It had been 
raining all the morning, so there was .no 
dust to encounter between heréand Madoo, 
The stage arrived in time to take the 
Madoo stage for Eldorado, 7+ miles, the 
stage was hard to ride in end two hours 
were spent going that distances I thought 
of the Yankee plan to get allazy horso 
along, it was to tie a light! pole to the 
tonguo of the waggon reaching out about 
four feet beyond the horsea’-herd, and then 
tie on at the out end 2 or 3 eard‘of corn, the 
horse seeing it would travel faster to try 
and get the corn, a very simple matter to 
get a lazy horse to push ahead. 

Arrived at Eldorado, found train over an 
hour late; not many passengers, 7 in all ; 
this brought us late at Rathbun, there being 
only two of ustoleave, Afterdinner at Mr, 
Oulberson's tavern (who keeps a very nice 
house), we started by stage for Bancroft— 
the roads hard and rough, As the Ontario 
Government are not luying out any money 
on roads in that quarter this year, some say 
it is to punish the people for sending A, F. 
Wood to Parliament ; if this be true, I think 
the people are rightly served ; yet that does 
not clear the Government of the responal- 
bility of danger to the people. These main 
roads should be under the management of 
our County Council, and it would be a good 
thing for all concerned if the Ontario Goy- 
ernment would give a certain sum to the 
County to take the main road off their hands 
—we would have better roads, and at loss 
coat, than at present. 

On arrival at Umfrayille post office, D. 
Kayanagh, Esq,, we mot the strolling men, 
women, children and their, bears, and our 
off horae took fright and reared and plung’ 
ed, coming within three inches of crowding 
the stage off the road down a gully amongst 
loose stones. By good skill, Mr. Wm, 
Forman, who was driving, succeeded in 
preventing the stage from overturning by 
making the horses go forward. Had we 
turned over, we would, no doubt, have 
been badly hurt, and if the horses could 
have got away, no doubt we would both of 
us been killed amongst the rocks lying just 
ahead. After getting in the main track, 
wo had to push on down two hills to get the 
horses out of sight of the beara, Mr, Kay- 
anagh changed the mail and had to get one 
ofthe bear men to go with him to carry 
it to the stage. The very smell of the men 
caused the horses,to try and run away, and 
glad we were when we got away withont in- 
jury. These menand bears should not be 
allowed to travel the roada in the way they 
do. Some may yet lose their lives by 
runaway horses who are 80 much afraid of 
them. The same gang passed through 
Bridgewator on Sunday afternoon, golng 
towards Tweed, not being allowed a place 
of shelter here, a violent thunder storm 
following in their wake with heavy rain. 

We arrived safely at Bancroft at 6.46 p. 
m. at the commencement of a violent thun- 
derstorm, which lasted up to? a.m, Satur- 
day morning. 1 barely escaped a wetting, 
it was the worst storm I have seen this 
year, the rain flooded the low grounds, I 
found all rightat Bancroft,times dull, monoy 
scarce, not much building this year, there 
re some 62 buildings, many vory good, 
Tho saw mill, cabinet, sash,door and blind 
factory, grist mill, carding and cloth miil, 
4 merchant shops and storos, 1 drug store, 
1 tin shop, 3 blackamith shops, and Waggon 
and sleigh makers, 1 shoomaker and har- 
noss shop, post office, 2 churches and an- 
other contemplated and town hall, 
Farmers aro busy in harvesting. ‘Tho 
wheat, rye, oats and potatoon look woll, a 
fair prospect ofan abundant harvest and 
no want of food this yoar, the choose 
factories aro doing woll and tho cattle and 
sheop aro aplondid. 

Lloft Banoroft Thursday 31nt and arrived 
here samo evening. I found haying woll 
advanced, rye and fall whoat montly har:

The Ottawa correspondent of the Kmpire 
furnishes that journal to.day with the fol- 
lowing in reference to the investigation into 
the management of the Grenville and Oaril- 
Jon canals :—Mr, A, F, Wood, M.P.P., the 
commissioner appointed to enquire into the 
management of the Grenville and Carillon 
canals, returned from Carillon to-night, the 
enquiry having been adjourned sine die to 
enable certain other information to be ob- 
tained from distant polnts bearing upon the 
administration of the canals during the su 

perintendency of late Mr,Forbes, Mr, Wood 
was reticont as to the nature of revelations 
brought out by the evidence, as ho does not 
care to anticipate his report to the depart- 
ment. From other sources, however, is 
learned that so far as the evidence has gone 
the worst that was suspected against Mr. 
Forbes is true in reference to the amount 
and character of the defalcations. The 
evidence shows that the misappropriation 
of Government moneys has been going on 
for probably ten years, and that a rough 
estimate of the defalcations would place the 
amount at between $25,000 and $30,000. 
Tho evidence shows that men’s names had 
appeared on tho payshoet #6 having received 
a much larger sum than had been earned or 
was paid them ; that the names of men who 
in certain cases had been dead over twenty 
years were on tho pay roll, while in other 
cases men who had never worked on the 
canal were credited with having received 
Government pay. Jt would appear that 
this atato of affairs could never have occur- 
red had the paymaster, Mr, Dowker, done 
his duty as laid down and insisted upon by 
the rules of the dopartment. The commis- 
sioner has beyn materially sasisted in the 
investigation by Mr. Fred Hayter, of the 
Auditor-General’s office.

It hasa mombership of about 
800 in this city. Comparatively few switch- 
men aro in the Knights of Labor here. 

It was Grand Master Sweonoy of the 
awitchmen’s organization, who ordered this 
morning's strike, He arrived here last night. 
It is said by the mon that tho strike is likely 
to extend all over the Vanderbilt system if 
the trouble here is not speedily settled, and 
that it certainly will spread should an effort 
be made tohayonon-unionswitchmen handlo 
Contral or West Shore trains. 

It is also stated that should roads outside 
the Vanderbilt system consent to take Cont: 
ral freight, the switchmen on these outside 
ronds will be called out. In this connection 
it is reported that the Erio road has refused 
to handle Central freight, foaring trouble. 
with its switchmen. Thoro is no concealing 
tho fact that the switchmen's strike has 
greatly added to the gravity of the situation, 


BLOODSHED AT ALBANY. 


A Freight Train Stoned—The Pinkertoni 
Reply With Ballets, 

AuBany, Aug. 16.—Eurly this evening as 
o freight manned by Pinkerton men wad 
passing through the north part of the city 
several boys stoned the train. Two of thi 
Pinkerton men fired in the crowd, one of thi 
balls passing through the ankle of John Mo 
Carty, aged 22, a moulder, standing near by, 
The police arrested Robert Tylor, Jame 
Patterson and Thomas O'Connor, three of 
the detectives. 

Shortly after the shooting affray at th< 
Van Wert-stroot.crossing Edward Canary, 
a Pinkerton ‘tiaty assaulted Christopher 
Lang witha club and he was taken into 
custody. Another Pinkerton man named 
Charles Paulins, who was walking up th¢’| 
tracks at that point swinging a loaded gun 
and revolver, was arrested and jailed, The 
map McCarthy isin the hospital.

The leaders in the strike say their mon 
were nota party to the trouble.

THE N. W. STATES WHEAT CROP. 


Now Plave the Quantity at 
93,000,000 Bushols, 

Sr. Pau, Aug. 16,—Colonel G, D. Rogers, 
Editor of The Market Record, having made 
a survey of the fleld, to-day estimates tho 
wheat crop of Minnesota and the Dakotas. 
He has gone overall three States and made 
county averages. He says: 

Reports of threshing in Southern Minue- 
sota, and in central parts, are general 
and from such messurement, it is 
found that the crop is yielding 
from fifteen to twenty bushels an nore in 
portions that went some two or four bushels 
more last yoar, That is particularly true of 
the timber sections, where the yield was 
heavy in 1889, Several of the Missiasippi 
River countios, as well as many others in the 
Southern tiers, put into wheat 50 per cent, 
more land than thoy did last year. The re- 
ports indicate fourteen bushels an acre, and 
if the State were averaged ot that the result 
would be about 46,000,000 bushels for Min- 
nesota, From gonoral. information it does 
not appear that the average would go 
more than about thirteen bushels to the acre, 
or in round numbers 43,000,000 bushels of 
wheat for this Stato, against 48,000,000 bus- 
hels last year, Tho yield in South Dakota, 
80 far as known from threshing, is satisfac 
tory in the southern part of the State, and 
in the north half there is tho eastern tier of 
counties that produce a fair crop, and some 
along in other places, «hilo the northern 
central portions do not exceed 50 per cent, 
of o fair yield. Tho yield does not 
probably oxceed 10)¢ bushels, In North 
Dakota there is some heavy grain and some 
light. In the northern portion of the State 
wheat is expected to yield tweaty bushels 
{n large areas, whilo little south of there 
and west aro portions very light. In the 
Red River Valley there is a large amount of 
food wheat that will probably reach fifteen 
bushels, while in Ramsay and some other 
counties it will not probably reach moro 
than seven bushels, but'the most widely cul- 
tivated regions are where the grain is better, 
and that State will probably yield 1134 
bushels, which would © both Dakotas a 
production of about 50,000,000 bushels, mak- 
Ing for the three States of Minnesova and 
North and South Dakota 93,000,000 bushels. 
More oxtonded threshing may call for somo 
Vvevision.

down. Following this hundreds of houses wore 
Lnroofed, partially blown over or completely 
demolished and, Worse than all, the visita- 
tion of death was sent upon a number of 
people, How many were killed is not known 
nt this time, Large districts in several seo- 
tions of the city are in absolute ruin and the 
Women and childron are in the streots crying 
and wringing their hands in absolute dis: 
may. The damage will reach hundrods of 
thousands of dollars, 
Passenger trains and locomotives at the 
© blowii over and every wiro in tho 
c light, telephone aud telegraph, 
The devastation is to be compared 
with nothing in tho memory of tho oldest in- 
habitants. Everybody is rejoicing that no 
tires have as yet followed, for the streets aro 
impassable with trees and fallen buildings 
and the dugines could not be drawn through 
thom, 
‘Tho total death loss vo far ax ts ascortainod 
is 12, Four men are known to have been 
killed in the Hazard wire rope works, A 
house in Scott-street occupied by miners 
who had just retursed from work fell in and 
three of tho inmates were killed. The 
huge stack of tho Kytle planing 
“mill fell on a man and two horses, 
end all were killed. A silittle 
colored girl was killed by a falling building 
{in South Mainstreet. Two mon suffered 
death by the falling of a portion of Steg- 
malr’s brewery and a third incurred the 
same fate through the almost completo demo- 
lition of S. L. Brown's bandsome brick busi- 
ness block in East Market-stroot. There are 
undoubtedly 15 or 16 others killed. 
Reports are coming constantly to that 
offect. It is impossible to give names or 
plirticulars. Many poor people hayo suffered 
heavy losses and it. will bo months before all 
the damage can be repaired. Ono hundred

William Fennelly, a house builder of Bos- 
ton, was a passenger in the fourth car of tho 
train. It was in this car, he says, that most 
of the casualties occurred. The train Was 
running through Quincy at tho rate of 30 
milesanhour, When near President’s Bridge 
there wos a rumbling sound followéd 
by an awial crash, The three forward 
cars lurcled aod left the track.

six or seven persons wero killed and about 25 
Nightly injured. 

William Fennelly said; “ Thirty seconds 
after the car struck I would have given $1000 
fora drink of MWY kind from whisky to 
water, I thoughtI should suffocate. The 
death-doaling steam entered the car in denso 
clouds from the locomotive boiler. It filled 


every crevico and nook and almost 
suffocated those whom it did not 
burn to death, It caused all the 


deaths. In my opinion serious injuries 
would haye been the wors: to report but for 
those deathly fumes, Men and women were 
gasping about me as they tried to shriek and 
shout, and as they became weaker and 
weaker asthe steam filled their lungs, I 
could seo them push their hands or feet 
through the broken windows, trying {n vain 
to geta breath of fresh air.

Garden Island in Lake of the Woods, 
WInnireo, Aug. 13.—A telegram from 

Rat Portage to-day says tho steamer Thistlo, 

belonging to the Reid Fish Company, just 


arrived from Buffalo Bay, reports that a 
band of Indians 80 strong, under Chiefs 
Pawwawson and Flatmouth, cut the nets, 
stole tho contents and forcibly took pro- 
vislons of the camp, There were only seven 
whites, three unarmed, and the Indians 
wore fully armed and covered with 
war paint. The Indians gave the company 
five days to get out everything or therd 
would be trouble, The company has been 
in the habit of giving Indians fish offal 
but stopped and this is the primary cause of 
the trouble. 

Superintendent of Indian Agencies Mo 
Call was seen by a roporter concerning th 
trouble. He said while he was attending to

When the boundary line betwoon thé 
United States and the British North Amer 
can possessions was beilig dotermined it was 
intended to make it—from the Lake of the 
Woods westward to the Pacific const—con- 
form with the lino of 49° north latitude. 
‘This Hne runs through tho southwest angle 
of tho Lake of the Woods. In describing 
the line a clerical error was made, the words 
“northwest angle” being used instend of 
“southwest angle.” This error was taken 
advantage of by the United States, and con- 


jsequently the boundary line juts up into 


British territory, Garden Island is situated 
in that portion of the lake within the bend of 
the bouudory lino, and is thus the property 
of the state of Minnesota.

The inmates and the houso itself are kept 
scrupulously clean. Hired attendants do all 
the manval work, ‘The inmates have no tasks 
imposed on them. ‘Their path to death is 
smoothed and relieved of cares. Thoy have 
asmall farm with which they may do what 
they choose, Thoy haye boats in which they 
may fish and trawl or simply idle away the 
summor days. 

As to tho origin of the diseasg, some find 
it in the deterioration caused by generations 
of intor-marriago, The county of Glouces 
ter, which is the seat of tho disease, 
is settled by Acadian French and 
shut out to a large extent from 
the outside world by their  diffor 
ent tongue, The little community married 
and intermarried until nearly everybody wat 
related to everybody else, Ono story is that 
140 years ago a bark from the coast of Syria 
was wrocked in the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
just off the shores of Gloucester county. Th 
rescued sailors stayed for some considerabli 
time with the Acadinns, and from them thi 
latter contracted tho first cases of leprosy 
Another version has it that a stranger bait 
ing from Quebce was afflicted with the horrat 
and loft it ax a legacy to his entertainers 
while still another story is that the diseas 
was contracted through some of the peopl 
eating putrid fish, 

Tho disease is called leprosy, although it ig 
probable that it is in many respects difforont 
from the leprosy which whitened tho skin 
and rotted the bones of tho Hebrews of old, 
But this is undoubtedly a malady of th 
same nature, It has been called by medica, 
men Greek elephantiasis, A recent author 
ity thus describes its symptoms; 

“The first indication of tho dlsoase is thy 
appearance of tiny tubercles on the skin, and 
especially on the face. These increase from 
the size of n pin head to that of a hazol nut, 
The nose and lips become thickened and 
swollen, so that the mouth is distorted and 
the” features unrecognizable, The oyet 
droop, and  oyclashes and eyebrow! 
and’ sometimes the hair drop out. 
Aftera time the tubercles break, ulcer 
ato and discharge, tho disease even attacking 
the cartilage and bone, and piece by piecd 
joints and flesh fall off until death gives tht 
sufferer freedom from his terrible lot.” 

The average duration of tho disoase fron 
the (ime the first symptoms aro discovered 
until death ensues is about ten or twelve 
yoars 

The lazaretto was taken in charge by tht 
Dominion Government in 1880, and Dr 
Smith was placed in charge, who keeps 4 
sharp lookout for infected persons, 

In a conversation I had with the doctor h, 
said: 

“Tam not yot satisfied that the disease iy 
incurable. Idischarged one man from th, 
hospital some yoars ago and he ha 
had no return of the symptoms. Lag 
year I discharged a girl who had beet 
‘admitted to tho lazarotto just as soon ns tht 
first sy:notoms of infection developed them 
selves, Still, though these two aro ap 
parently free from the malady, Ido not ro 
gard the cases as permanently cured, and{ 
still hold them under closo surveillance. Oj 
Into. tho disease has been dying out ik 
Tracadie, its original seat; but out of th 
five new cases taken in last year ono wat 
from Cape Breton and four from the parisho, 
which adjoin ‘Tracadie—namely, Shippogar 
and Caraquot. TI have traced’n new focus tt 
the diseaso, situated betwéen Shippegan an4 
Caraquet, and from this centre Ihave traced 
it to other settlements.” 

The act which gives the doctor author.ty 
to segrograte patients does not apply to th 
now hotbeds of the disease, but he feels that

Amendment to the Bylaws—The Progress 
of the Order, 

Guetra, Aug. 13.—Tho High Court of 
Ontario of the Independent Order of 
Foresters reassembled this morning, N. F.

‘The report was adopted. 

The Financial Committee recommended 
that the H. C. R. be granted a honorarium 
of $200.08 a slight recognition of his ex 
cellent services to the court during the year;

increased to $700; thatthe Treasurer's salary 
be increased to $225, and the opganizer's to 
$1200, It also recommended a sugges 
tion contained inthe High Chief -Ranger’s

I am very frequently askol whether the 
nowspaper thy best starting point for 
young autt and in this question lies, tn 
Hine cats out of ton, & grave mi ption. 
Many young writers bolleve that wore ro 
joc vonthly nagazing will flid @ 
ma laily newspa ma 
to ranted that tho sar ree 
of care tsunnecesary for nowspaper work 
ax forinagazing writing. Lhe ewspaper, 
les with the day, the magaxino livow for a 
month,” is the general feeling, and hence the 
impression thatephemeral work will find a 
ready markot with the newspaper 

ith 1my ploasure to write for tho 
newspaper pross of America for six or seven 
years, aud I give young writers a leaf from 
my oxperionce when Isay to them—Do nob 


low yourself to believe that minor work 
Will find favor with the modern American 
nowspapor, Thoro is just as much demanded 
of a writer in the newspaper editorial office 
as in thatoft the monthly magazine. A 
writer commils the greatest istake of her 
life when aly looks upon the new paper ag 
agraduating school to the magazine, The 
same standard of grammer and expression 
sot by the magazine holds good with nows 
papers. 

Where the newspaper offers to the young 
writer an alvantaguover the magaxzine is in 
its wider tleld and its larger capacity, Pub 
lishing thirty tines against tho single issue 
of a magazine, the newspaper naturally ab 
sorba 1 material, and a writer's chanced 
are correspondingly better, Then, too, sub- 
jects which aro out of tho range of the magn 
wine fall directly within tho scope of tha 
newspaper, This {x specially true of timely 
erticles, The magazines of today, with 
tuelr Jarge circulations and the necossary 
slower proces of printing, are prepared sa 
for in advanceas to make it impossible for 
thom to get closs enough to timely happen- 
ings to make their discussion of them fresh 
and fnteresting. With newspapers this is, 
of coi different, and itis precisely in ita 
ebl ity to treat of what is latest and freshest 
Were lies its strength, and in these respects 
tho field is necessarily broadened to the 
writer, 

But bear in mind, this advantage is only 
ono of greater capacity, not of loss require- 
mhent, Disappointment can bono more cer- 
tain than when a manuscript is sent to a 
newspaper editor with the belfef that ho id 
Jos: critical or that his constituency is less ex 
acting than in the case of the monthly magas 
zine,—Edward W, Bok. 


A Dry Niagara, 

Tt scons almost incredible that at ona time 
in its history the greatest and most wonder. 
ful waterfall in the world actually ran dey, 
Nevertholoss, it is an established fact that 
this occurred on March 29, 1848, and for a 
fow hours seares.y any water passed over 
Niagara Falls. 

To thoroughly appreciate this as‘onishing 
phenomenon, it should be remembered’ that 
the estimated average amount of water pass 
ing ovor those falls is 502,500 tons por min 
ute,

muss and on the day in question a brisk enst 
Wind drove the ice far up into the lake, 
About sunset the wind suddenly veered 
around and blew a heavy gale from the west, 
This naturally turned the ica in its course 
and, briiging it down to the mouth of tha 
Niagara river, piled itup ina solid, impeve- 
trable wall, 

So closely was it packed and so great was 
its force that in a short time the outlet to the 
Inko was completely choked up, and little or 
no water could possibly escape. In a vory 
short space of time tho water below this fro- 
zen barrior passed over the falls, and the 
next morning thopeoplo residing in the neigh- 
borhood were treated to a most extraordinary 
spectacle, 

Tho roaring, tum5ling rapids above the 
falls were almost obliterated aud nothing but 
tho cold black rocks were visible in oll direo 
tions. The news quickly spread, and crowds 
of spectators flocked to view the scene, the

Tho Fertilizers Avt. 

Orrawa, Aug. 14—Several important 
amendments to the Fertilizers Act were 
passed last session of Parliament, in con 
sequence of which the Department 
of Inland Revenue has issued certain 
notices to those interested in the artificial 
manure trade, calling attention to the 
steps necessary for conforming to the law, 
It had been found that many parties wore 
offering for sale fertilizers made by manu- 
facturers who had neglected to send samples 
of them to the department, as required even 
by the old act, The sollers of these have 
boon warned that in so doing they render 
thomselves liable to prosecution, and no 
doubt proceedings will be takea in every 
such caso hereafter, and it has also b.come 
necessary for all vendors of fortilizers to 
send in their names to the Department of 
Rogistration, annually paying a feo of $1. 
This is for the purpose of onabling the 
authorities to collect the samplos at the 
proper time, Persons ongaged in  solling 
fortilizers should make certain that samples 
of the bread they offer have beon sent to the 
dopartment by the manufacturers and duly 
analyzed, A feoof $3 for tho analysis of 
each samplo ix now exacted,

The Times is not in sympathy with the 
idea of making private fortunes out of ad- 
vances in the price of real estate, bub there 
can be little doubt that free trade between 
Canada and the United States would be a 
great thing for Windsor. The most valu- 
able business localities in Detroit are nece: 
sarily close to the river, As tho business 
area extended, men were forced to use 
cheaper land, further from tho river, for 
residences. Now some of them live several 
miles from the river (that is from the busi- 
ness centre). Free trade would cause the 
location of many factories and warehouses

Intion would spread over into Windsor, 
just as Minneapolis and St, Vaul cover 
both banks of the Misalasippi. The people 
of Windsor know thi nd many of them 
aro free tradors, while some of them are 
annexationists, One can be anxious for 
free trade with tho United States without 
| being opposed to free trade with the rost 
of the world.—Hamilton Times. 

The Detroit Free Press is probably cor- 
rect in stating that Detroit would exporl-

THK “OFFICE HOG.” 

Such is the name which has of late been 
bestowed upon Mr, A, M. Ross, ex-Provin- 
cial Treasurer of Ontario, and not without 
reason. Shortly before the general election 
it was announced that Mr, 8 Was about 
to retire to private life because of ill health, 
To accordance with that announcement Mr, 
Roas did nob offer for re-election to the Le- 
gislature; but he continued to discharge 
the duties of Troasurer, and his health was 
good enough to allow of his seoking and ob- 
taining the office of County Olerk of the 
County of York—an office worth some $6, 000 
per year—and to draw the salaries of both 
offices, 

This scandalous job was exposed by the 
Toronto World, with the result that on Sat- 
urday last the following announcement was 
made in the Globe: 

Owing to tho rotirement of Hon. A. M. Ross 
from the Cabinet, Hon, J. Mf, Gibson has taken 
temporary charge of the Treasury Department 
and public institutions, 

The World comments as follows: ‘On 
Thursday the clerks In the department in- 
formed tho World that Mr. Ross was still 
signing provincial cheques (with a rubber 
stamp.) Indignatlon against the ‘‘Oflice 
Hog” was so pronounced that the Govern- 
ment had tolethim go. Especially among 
Reformers is this indignation shown. There 
are two score of Reformers in Toronto to- 
day who were better entitled to the office 
than Mr. Ross, who are poor (which Mr,

reputation as Inventor of the pneumatic 
tubs, and of the ‘Giffard injector’ so largo- 
ly used in connection with steam power, 
stands ao high that any Invention to which 
his name was attached would be worthy of 
attentive consideration. 

Tho weapon now introduced by him, how- 
over, is something more than an ingenious 
appliance ; It ls a discovery which nob only 
promises to revolutionize the gunmakors’ 
art, but ts applicable also to many othor 
purposes asa motive power. Those who aro 
intorested in the Giffard gun claim that it 
is the military weapon of the futuro, Tho 
idea of using liquofied carbonic old gas asa 
propulalve powor is not new, but M. Giffard 
is tho first who has turned it to practical 
account. 

Tho gas gun is a model of simplicity, so 
far as one can judge without examination 
of tho discharging mechanism, in which 
much of the merit of M, Giffard’s invention 
lies, A small cylinder called a cartouche, 
in attached to the barrol of a rifle or smooth- 
bore gun. This cylinder contains liquefied 
gas enough to discharge 220 shots, equal 
to about 50 bullots of an ordinary service 
rifle, with a velocity sufficient to kill at 600 
yards. There is no other explosive. Tho 
pellet 1s simply dropped {nto ao aperture 
of the barrel, which is hermetically closed 
by pressing small lever, and the loading 
is complote, Whon the triggor is pressed a I 
small quantity of liquefied gas becomes ro- 
leased and expands in the breech chambor, 
There is no louder repert than the drawing 
of a champagne cor!

The ‘Cheese Exhibit 

At the regular meeting of the Peterboro’ 
Cheese Board, held on Tuesday afternoon, 
Mr, Gook, buyer for Messrs. J. T. & F. H, 
Warrington, took occasion to lay a matter 
before the Board which ia of interest to all 
cheeso makers, He said it was proposed by 
the Eastern Dairymen’s Association to hold 
an exhibition for cheese, at which prizes 
amounting to about $600 wero to be offered. 
The different cheese boards could contribute 
if they so wished. Tho Belleville Board 
had contributed $1 each, and he asked the 
Feterboro’ Board to consider the matter, 
If cheeso makera did not show cheese, sales- 
men were entitled to exhibit two cheeses, 
and would receive the prize, 1t was decided 
to deal with this matter at the next mooting, 
Mr. Cook also took occaston to refer to the 
coloring of cheeso, He said ho had received 
frequent complaints of Jate in regard to the 
ooloring of Canadian cheese. The complaint 
was that it was colored too high, and he ad- 
vised makers infature to use one ounce and 
a half of coloring instead of two ounces.

Her loss consists of 
two barns, in whidh some Lousehold effects 
wore stored, a frame house, and damage to 
a rough cast house, She catimates hor loss 
at nearly $2,000. No inavrance, Ia ono 
of the barns a calf, a pig, and « humbor of 
fowls were cremated,

himself,andtheothertwoin roarofhisdouble 
house occupied by Meears, John F. Rob- 
lin andJ.

The assauld was alloged to have taken place 
on Monday afternoon, and inside of twenty 
hours the party charged was in the gaol at 
Belleville. 

The facts, so far as can be stated, as de- 
voloped by the testimony, are as follows; — 
The family to which Levis belongs came into 
the neighborhood within the last six months; 
an acquaintance sprang up between the 
‘Tamilies,and an exchange ofhorses wasmade, 
The childron of the prisoner's family came 
often to McQuillen’s, Thore were throe 
small children at McQuillen’s, the child 
Ellen boing the eldest, It appoars that a 
younger brother had enticed the child away 
from the family about a week ago, and 
assaulted her, On Monday last the father 
and mother were working in the hay field in 
the afternuon, ‘he boy Levis camo about 
noon, or after the psrents were in the field, 
to return a horse that had been borrowed, 
Finding the parents away he enticed the 
child into the stable and assaulted her. On 
the return of the mother to get tea, about 6 
p.m., she found the boy and child at the 
house. The boy left, and from the actions 
of the child she questioned her and found 
as above stated. Sho at once wont for the 
husband. He took the child to the stables 
and she pointed the place and repeated the 
statement made to the mother, Tho re- 
sult was a complaintto A. F. Wood, J. P., 
and the committal of Levis to gaol. The

Last year, it will bo ro- 
momberod, Hon, Mr. Bowell spent several 
wooks in travelling along the international 
boundary in Manitoba and the torritories,a 
distance of several hundcod miles, for tho 
purpono of ascertaining the frontier require- 
ments in the way of outpurts of customs 
for tho due protection of the revonue. The 
Minloter started out with the idea that 
it would not be long before tho 
Government would be required to 
erect custom houses at different points 
along the frontier, but the result of the 
trip proved to him that the prosont effect. 
ive system of patrols carried on the yoar 
round by the North-west Mounted Pollce 
will obviate for years to come tho necos 

sity of departrnental action in the direction 
anticipated, Mr. Bowell now proposes to 
resume the trip at the point where it was 
discontinued last year. The party will 
take the O, P. R. ab Winnipeg for Duon- 
more and then over the Galt road to Leth 

bridge. From thore they will journey to 
MacLeod and then proceed westerly into 
the mountains by the Orow’s Nest pass, 
Tho Minister's object isto get into the 
south country in this way in order to ancor- 
tain for himself what ateps will be necessary 
for the Government to take in view of the 
mining boom now going on in this section 
of British Columbia. ‘The journey has the 
spice. of adventure about it in that while 
the route through the Orow’s Nest pass 
is pretty well known, the party. in 
order to avoid making a dotour to the south- 
ward of nearly 100 miles, which would bring 
tltem into the state of Washington, pro- 
poses to strike across the Purchell and Sel- 
kirk ranges by a route of which no infor- 
mation seems to be obtainable. No depart- 
mental maps or reports of the geological 
survey give any information upon the sub- 
ject, and the Minister and his companions 
fre trusting to pick a guide around Mac- 
Leod familiar with tho pass. The journey 
through the mountains, which will have to 
be made on horseback, will last about a 
fortnight. Once the Kootenay country is 
reached, the route will be » comparatively 
easy one. Tho party expect to reach Nelson 
about the time of the completion of the 
railway which is belng built by the O.P.R. 
to connect Kootenay lake and the 
Arrow  lakos. A steamer up the 
Arrow Inkos and the Columbia river will 
bring the party once more to Revelstoke, 
on the O.P.R., and te the comforts of olvi- 
lization . Mr. Bowell will probably 
run west as far as Vancouver and Victoria 
before returning home. One cannot but 
admire the public spirit of a Minister of the 
crown in his 67th year setting ont on a jour 
ney of this kind in theinterests of the coun- 
try.

On the top of the mountain there is a high 
stone tower whoro the passengers wore al- 
lowed to alight aud onjoy the scenery for 30 
miles around. 
Thero are difforent stories as to the cause 
of the accident, but it appoars that whon tho 
tower was reached, the point where tuo 
gravity portion of tho road commences, tho 
engine was detached and the car ran away 
whilo the passengers wore still on board, 
The distance to the point of starting is five

Norman B, Wishor of this city, who was 
standing at the foot of tho Plune when tho 
car came crashing down the mountain, says 
ho first heard a distant roar as of thunder,

mountain—but sticking to the track—at the 
rate of about a mile in45 seconds, He had 
barely time to recover himself whon the car 
like a lightning flash dashed past the station 
‘and down the ombankment 50 feet below.

Before tho expiration of the prosont week 
tho entire main portion of the tunnel will be 
completed, and the accuracy with which 
thoso shields wore guided has beon marvelous, 
asit was found that they were directly in 
line, not varying the slightest. Tho obstacles 
that have been mot with and overcome wero 
such that the public has no conception of 
them, but the zeal and energy displayed

Manquetre, Mich., Aug. 26,—Holzhay, 
the lone Gogebic highwayman and murderer, 
made another attompt yesterday morning at 
self-destruction and be was almost success 
ful. Having lost the use of his right band in 
an effort to escape by overpowering tho 
guards and his attempt at starvation having 
been thwarted by the injection of food, the 
unruly convict tried a more efficacious 
means. Yesterday morning when the 
guards took Holzhay’s breakfast to his 
cell he found the prisoner semi-uncon- 
scious on the floor bleeding freely 
from the right wrist and his hair matted 
with blood. A hasty examination showed 
that his wrist had been cut open above the

Fall wheat throughout almost the whole of 
western Ontario is of good quality and in 
every respect an unusually fine crop. In the 
Georgian Bay, Lako Huron and West Midland 
counties some loss by wintor-killing and spring 
frosts was oxporienced, especially on low 
lying and now land, but in those countles the 
crop is almost invariably reported good, In 
tho counties east of Kingston and upon tho 
Ottawa River, where but little fall wheat is 
grown, the report is better than usual as to 
quality and yiold per acre, but, as usual, 40 
to 50 por cent, of the ground sown in these 
was wintor-killed, The majority of observ- 
ers report no injury whatever from drouth or 
insects, but thore are indications of slight 
injury from weevil, midgo and rust in somo 
fow fields of nearly overy county, Because 
of the drouth of last fall the grain appears to 
have been generally sown Inte, especially on 
heavy clay, many fields of which were baro 
during tho winter, With the exceysive rain 
of spring followed by great heat came 
such a rush of plants that much rust and 
shrinkage wore expected, but the damage is 
slight and will not materially affect the 
sample. Tho berry is generally reported 
plump, the straw bright and the crop tho 
best for years, Cutting began from July 10 
to 15in the most advanced countics, from 
July 15 to 20 throughout most of Western 
Ontario, and from July 25 to Aug. 1 in the 
district east and north of Kingston. Har- 
vesting weather was very favorable and the 
crop has been housed in excellent condition, 

From the reports regarding spring wheat 
t would not be safe at this date to assert 
that the crop is any better than an average 
one, Still there is much reason to expect 
that it will turn out better than fair. 
Harvesting bad not been completed at the 
dato of the reports, except in a very few of 
the most advanced townships, while in the 
counties where most spring wheat is grown 
a largo proportion of the grain was at least 
a woek from maturity, and much would de- 
pend upon the weather intervening between 
thon and the end of harvest, A majority of 
observers declare the crop to be fair or 
promising, and generally good on high land, 
but there is an almost unanimous complaint 
of much {njury to low-lying wheat 
from the wet, cold and late spring. 
In some localities a blight that reddened 
the leaves is somewhat complained of, 
and in the midland counties midge and 
weevil aro credited with effecting consider- 
able damage, but tho majority of reports 
agree that thecrop has suffered little from 
insects or drouth. Few observers in the 
midland counties hazard an estimate of the 
ylold, but in the eastern districts, where tho 
injury from spring rains was particularly 
great, the average is occasionally estimated 
atfrom 15 to 17 bushels per gero. The 


bearded varieties, especially Colorado, are 
' 


most praised throughout the province, and 
White Russian, French Imperial and Wild 
Goose aro rather more commended than tho 
Fyfe seed wheats, whether of Scotch or, 
Manitoba growth. In those few districts 
where the crop had been harvested the report 
is fair, and this will probably be tho final 
yerdict on the cropas a whole. Tho area 
sown {s much larger than last year. 

Barley is somewhat light in yield and un-' 
certain in color, so that taking into, account 
the docreasod area under cultivation the crop 
is likely to be 4,000,000 bushels less than the 
qvorage, and probably not a great deal will’ 
rank first-class, Tho wet, cool spring, fol- 
lowed by the dry, hot weather at maturing 
time, dida considerablo amount of damage 
to this cereal, and unfortunately, as tho 
harvesting wenthor has been somewhat un- 
favorablo in many localities, the grain has 
been discolored by rain both before and 
after cutting. The early variotios escaped 
this misfortune to a large extent, but 
otherwise the crop bas suffered very gener- 
ally to a greater or less degr But a large 
proportion of the erop had still to be cut at 
the time of reporting, and itis dificult to 
stato itsprecise condition in this respect. 
This wos largely the case in the northern 
and eastern counties of the pr nee, and it 

Ws to be hoped that the harvest has thero 
been secured jn a satisfactory condition,

Lost for Forty Years 


Kidnapped when Eight Years Old and Now 
Finds His Mother. 

Moxrnz, Ill., Aug. 18.—A pale, faced 
little old woman, and a man whose hair {s 
streaked with gray, mot to-day for the first 
time jn forty years. They were mother and 
son, and their reunion recalls an abduction 
which in {ts day was os famous as that of 
Charley Ross. 

In 1850 Mr. and Mrs, Robt. Gregg, with 
their two gons and a daughter, lived happily 
near Elmira, N. Y. Ono day little Hiram, 
their 8-year old boy, disappeared. It was 
believed that he had been abducted by a 
Gipsy woman. Search as they did, however, 
high and low, tho sorrowing parents found 
no clue to their lost boy. Years after, all 
hope of finding him haying been abandoned, 
they moved West and settled near Moline. 

Ashorb time ago certain circumstances 
led to the belief that their long-lost child 
was still alive. An investigation was made, 
and to-day their former little Hiram, now 
a man of forty-elght, was restored to his 
mourning mother. 

His story is « strange ono. It was a 
Gipsy that abducted him. She took him 
West and mado him ‘believe that sho was 
his mother and that his name was Gage. 
He led a rough, hard life with her and in 
time forgot all about his old home, though 
his mother’s face appeared to him at times 
4s that of an angel in his dreams. 

Some fifteen yeara ago he married. 
Shortly after his abductress disappeared, 
vowing revenge for his abandonment of 
her, Hiram and his wife took up their re- 
sidence at Richardson, Wis., where they 
lived till a mysterious communication was 
received. It was written In a scrawling 
hand, and informed Hiram that his real 
name was Gregg, and that his mother was 
living near Moline. The happy sequel has 
already been told. 


Mortuary Statistics 

The terrible effect of the hot weather on 
young children is shown by the mortuary 
statistics for July. Quebec and Hull have 
abnormally‘bigh death rates, being respect- 
ively 4.70 and 4.50. Montreal is also 
very high, viz., 3,77 and’ in striking con- 
trast to the death rate in the commercial 
metropolis is Toronto's splendid record, 
1.38. The deaths in Montreal during 
July numbered 761, of which 579 wero 
children under 5 years of age The 
deaths in ‘Toronto numbered 262, 
of which 126 were children under 56, The

tively. Hamilton's ratio is 1.31; Brantford,

Canada Trusts in Canada. 
Oanada and the United States are big 
enough to look after their own affaira, 
Both havo a keen eye to business, both are 
fond of money, and yet regard for the im- 
mortal dollar cannot finally influence the 
policy of either country. 

Tho commercial union agitation has been 
a curse to the Dominion, in so far as it im- 
pressed the United States with the idea 
that this country is a helpless dependent 
upon its bounty. Before American atten: 
tion was directed to the needs and resources 
of Canada we were allowed to hoe our own 
row in peace. The commercial unionists 
infected a jealous and greedy nation with 
the idea that a great neighbor was living 
on the crumbs that fell from its table, 

The preaching of this false doctrine was 
attended with results painful to Canada and 
awakened foreign interest in our affairs, 
opened a field for the activity of commi 
tees on relations with Canada, and ex- 
cused the eloquence of every congressman 
who could use insults to this country as 
tools for making votes, 

And now the McKinley bill {proposes to 
protect the American and paralyze the Oan- 
adian farmer. Jts origin was the Republi- 
can desire to onrich the tarmers who are 
tiring of a tariff syatem that dovs not pub 
in cents for the dollars it takes out of their 
pockets. This desire was probably atrength- 
ened by a hint that hostile legislation at 
Washington would force the Dominion to 
beg for the boon ofunrestricted reciprocity. 
A wish to bring Canada to its knees may 
have been, and likely was, the secondary 
motive of the McKinley bill, 

If a foreign legislature has power to kill 
Oanada by a duty on eggs ib deserves to die. 
No country can live on favors; it can trade 
and got rich by satisfying the needs of a 
neighbor, The assumption is that ono re- 
quires the money and the other needs the 
food or raw material. An exchange upon 
these terms involves no less of self-respect 
to oither one of two trading nations. Ifthe 
United States can got along without Cana- 
dian products and Canada cannot live with- 
out United States dollars, the Dominion 
has no business to remain on the earth as a 
nation.—Toronto Telegr: 


Forecasting Thunderstorms, 
When the daily weather charts aro 
drawn, if we find there is an unevenness in 
the isobaric lines—that Is, if these aro 
wavy or bulge out Irregularly—we know 
that thunderstorms are likely to burat 
somewhere or other over the country, but 
that is all wo can say, At oach station the 
barometer is unsteady—the mercury mov- 
ing up and down in the tube during the 
gotual continuance of a storm, but this 
oscillation of the mercurial column has 
nothing to do with the irregularity in the 
{sobaric linos above montionod. Foro 
casting those storms is,  theroforo, 
always an aneertain and a thankless 
task, for local succeas is rarely at 
tained. Among tho carliost symptoms 
of tho approach of o thunderstorm is 
the appearance on the western horizon of a 
line of cumulus (‘twoolpack") clouds, ox 
hiblting o peculiar turroted structure, I 
say on the western horizon, for most of our 
changes of weather come from that quarter, 
and in it has beon proved that thundor 
storms, like wiudstorms, advanco over tho 
country gonerally from somo westerly point. 
This bank of clouds movos on and ovor ib 
appoar first atroamors and then sheets of 
lighter upper clouds—oirrus, or ‘*maro's 
tail’ —which spread over the sky with ox- 
tromo rapidity, This hoavy cloud mass 
comes up andor thin film and it is a gonoral 
obsorvation that no electrical oxplonion or 
downfall of rain over taken place from a 
cloud unloss atroamorn of olrrus, omanating 
from ita upper surface, are visible whon 
tho cloud Is looked ataidoways from a dis-

Frog Farmiug, 

A new industry has sprung up latterly, 
which promises, wo are told, profitable re- 
sults, It is frog raising. A farm for this 
purpose at Menasha, Wis., is in full opera- 
tion and atocked with 2,000 females, which 
are capable of producing from 600 to 1,000 
eggs ata time, The ownor of the farm 
gives some other interesting facts relative 
to the frog’s habits which are not generally 
known, He says: In ninety-one doyathe 
eggs hatch. Tho thirty-ninth day the 
little animals begin to have motion. Ina 
fow days thoy assume the tadpole form.

Tho dis 
tance from valley to valley is generally 15 
times the height, hence a wave five foot 
high will extond over 75 feet of water, 
Tho force of the soa dashing on Boll Rock 
in nid to bo 17 tons for every square yard, 
Evaporation is a wonderful powor in draw 
ing the water from the soa. Every yoar 
a layer of the entire sea, 14 foot thick 
is takon up {nto the clouds, Tho winds 
bear their burden in to the and, 
and the water comes down in rain upon the 
field, to flow back at last through rivers. 
The depth of the sea presents an interest- 
ing problem, If the Atlantic were lowored 
6664 feet, the distance from shore to shore 
would be half as great, or 1,600 miles, If 
lowered a little more than three miles, say 
19,680 foot, there would be a road of dry 
land from Newfoundland to Ireland, This 
isthe plan on which the great Atlantic 
cables were laid. The Mediterranean is 
comparatively shallow, 
A drying up of 660 fest would leave three 
different seas, and Africa would be joined 
with Italy. The British channel is more 
like a pond, which accounts for its 
choppy waves. It has been found 
difficult to get the correct soundings 
of the Atlantic. A midshipman of 
the navy overcome the difliculty,and a shot 
weighing 30 pounds carries down the line, 
A hole is bored through tho sinker, through 
which a rod of iron is pass:d, moving easily 
back and forth.

of deep humiliation and sincere regret that 
woshould have anything ao very small in 
our midst, in the shape of a man, as the 
paltry fanatic who pouned the letter to 
which L reply, **Animus” not ‘Amicus’? 
would bean appropriate pseudonym for 
the follow,as the lettor was written to satin- 
fy a personal grudge—here in Tronton— 
and not ob all in the interest of morality or 
proper Sunday observance, for either of 
which he cares not o snap of the fingers, 

After a lovg homily to his readers on 
the duty of preserving the ‘sanctity of tho 
Sabbath” and a comparison, much to our 
advantage of course, as to the way the day 
1s observed In Canada and the States, he 
indulges in mean insinuations by the use 
of interrogation points, as to our motives 
for giving the train, and plainly shows the 
spitefulness of his small nature by Invoking 
tho officers of the law to take usin hand 
and fino us $1000 at least for the heinous 
crime of taking a lot of hardworking men 
to where thoy will enjoy the breezes of 
glorious old Ontario for one day of their 
monotonous lives.

Chartering a steamer was, 
therefore, never thought of, All our people 
left the train at Wellingten, as was their 
intention when leaving home, and the story 
of their having been carried to Picton and 
left to eat their lunch in fence corners, Is 
entirely false. The engine had to be run 
to the turn-table at Picton to be faced north, 
also to take water, and this is all there is 
to that part of the story. ‘* Amious”’ at- 
tempts to hold us up to the opprobrium of 
the publio by insinuating tha! we were small 
enough to expect the excarsio: to pay 
for services of kindness, bub this is simply 
of a piece with the reat of his yarn, and is 
devold of truth. 

The men were not only paid by the Com- 
pany, but were given two di 
the day's work, and the smal 
were taken up by some officlous person on 
the train unknown to me, as I was not with 
them, were returned to the men a couple of 
days after, when they were being paid their 
month's wages.

A REMARKABLE SCHEME WORKED BY 
PHILADELPHIA PAWNBROKERS, 


joat Swititlos Ever 
Practiced tn the United States and Ite 
Compromise, 

ProLapecrnra, July %0,There has 


Fecontly conse to light the fnaide history of 
one of the boldest diamond robbarids ever 
attempted in this country, It was ah 
attompt on the part of Philadelphia partios 
to ateal from some Now York Hobrews $00,- 
000 worth of diamond« ‘Tho case waa finally 
compromised and therefore the full ‘olrcum- 
stances, which follow, didn’t become fally 
known. 

Tn 1880, or thereabouts, thoro lived in this 
eity a very bright young man, a Hobrew, who, 
from sheer ability, had won a great name as 
® diamond salesman, Haying gained the 
confidence of a number of prominent people 
be ombarked in the diamond business for 
himeolf, One day two men who ran 4 pawn- 
broker's establishment on Elghth-atroot, just 
below Chestnut, having approached tho 
Young man, unfolded to him a great schome 
to buy up in Now York the greatest quantity 
of diamonds he could got on credit. 

The young diamond dealer was to offoct as 
many purchases as practicable, paying in 
each caso as little cash as possible, When ho 
had made a purchase he was to telegraph his 
friends in Philadelphia how much cash he 
had fald in part payment, and they were 
immediately to deposit that much money to 
his credit in bank so that his check would be 
duly honored when presented, 

Tho young diamond dealer carried out the 
plan, He succeeded in obtaining from six or 
seven largo wholesalo diamond dealers in 
Mew York diamonds worth $60,000, for 
which he advanced about §4000 cash. Tho 
diamonds were brought to this city and 
turned over to tho pawnbrokers, who in 
about a month told the young diamond 
deakr he must fail, ’ 
The young diamond dealer was obedient. 
He went to the office of Lawyer James H. 
Shakespeare, on Sixth-street, and told that 
gentleman he wanted to assiga for the bene- 
fit of his creditors, paying them ton cents on 
the dollar, Lawyer Shakespeare is far from 
being obtuse, He suspected that his clieni 
was not telling him the whole story. It his 
client did not have the diamonds what had 
become of the $60,000. which represented 
their valuo! Less than a month was a stort 
period in which to get rid of that much 
money, The young diamond dealer had a 
ready story. While coming up on tho cars 
from Baltimore some ono, he alleged, had 
stolen his pocket-book, containing 4 largo 
sum of money. On another occasion be had 
been enticed into a gambling den and lost 
there a considerable sum, Another large 
amount had been lost on horse racing. 
Lawyer Shakespoare was plain spoken. 
“If that is the caso, then,” he said, ‘you 
are on the straight road to the penitentiary. 
Men will not accopt a story like that. You 
have no right to play with other people’ 
money in that way, Nothing can save you.” 
Tho lawyor still suspected that other parties 
wore back of the transaction and insisted on 
being told who they were, The young man, 
however, persisted in history as given. 
There was nothing left to be done but try 
to effect a settlement, The offer of 10 per 
cent. was madeto the New York creditors 
through their lawyer, Mayor Sulzberger. It 
was rejected, the Now Yorkers, however, not 
suspecting any trickery, agreeing to accept 
twenty-five cents on the dollar, 

This the young diamond dealer, after 
many consultations with his mysterious 
friends, said be col. not pay and then Mr, 
Sulzberger said his clients proposed to push 
the matter and fight. 

Application was then made to Governor 
Hoyt for a requisition for the person of the 
young diamond dealer, so that he might be 
taken to New York on a criminal charge. 
‘As the notes which had been given for the 
remaining $50,000 at stake did not fall due 
until the end of the month, Lawyer Shakes- 
peare had no difficulty in convincing Gov- 
ernor Hoyt that a requisition ought not be 
granted for a default of payment of which 
his client had not yet been guilty, since it 
was not yet really kuowa what his client 
would do until the time oxpired. 

Meanwhile, however, the young diamond 
dealer had been arrested pending the grant- 
ing of the requisition, anJ when Mr, Shakes- 
peare returned from Harrisburg he found 
his client lodged behind the bars in Moya- 
mensing Prison. Onco within the prison 
walls and with 10 years of penitentiary life 
before him the young man began to weaken, 
He sont for his lawyer at once and then for 
the first time the whole story came out. The 
Jost pocketbook, the loses at gambling and 
horse races were made from the whole cloth, 
Tho part the pawnbrokers, Morris Roson- 
berger and his old partnor, Myers, had 
played was laid bare, 

When the Now York parties learned they 
had failed to get the requisition they imme- 
diately had the young diamond dealer re- 
arrested and held for a civil suit 
charging him with having obtained goods 
under false protences Judge Fin.etter hold 
him in $60,000 ball to appear at court. 
Lawyer Shakespear's clint now found him- 
self between two fires, The New York credi- 
tors were making all efforts to conyict his 
client for having done them injury, the two 
pawnbrokers were eager to keop him in 
prison so that his mouth should be closed 
against them, If they could only get him 
once to repeat under oath the stories of the 
stolen pocket book and reckless lossos in 
gambling, thon they would be saved 

When, however, the charges had 
brought against his client Lawyer Shakos 
penre rofusod to allow him go on the stand 
‘and be questioned or make any chargo, The 
timo had come for action, Going to tho 
pawnbrokers Mr, Shakespeare demanded that 
thoy go his client’s bail. This thoy refused 
to do. “Well, then,” he said, “unless you do 
I propose to make known your proper pout! 
tion in this matter, If youdo not furnish

Lawrence, Mass, July 26—A 
the first of any considerable z 
portance within memory in New Eng: 
land, and one equal in destructive 
power to those so frequently reported from 

Western communitios, visited the suburb of 
South Lawrence this forenoon at about 9¢ 
o'clock, and in 15 minutes had killed § por- 
sons, seriously injured from i5 to 20, slightly 
injured at least 20 more, cut a swayh 
through a thickly populated section 269 feet 
wide anda mile long, rendered 500 peuple 
homeless, destroyed or greatly damaged 
from 75 to 100 buildings, mostly dwelling 
houses, levelled a beautiful square of overt 
500 trees and entailed a property loss now 
estimated at $100,000, all of which was in- 
sured against damage by wind and storm. 
The calamity is the greatest which bas 
visited Lawrence since the fall and burning 
of the Pemberton Mills 30 years ago, 

South Lawrence is that section of the city 
lying south of the Merrimac River, At thit 
point the main line of the Boston & Maing 
Railroad takes a sharp turn to the eastward 
and following the Merrimac crosses the rivei 
at Bradford. A railroad bridge connects 
the suburb with the city proper and wit! 

the railroad Ines north, The point is a bus: 
railroad junction, and in tho vicinity were 
many wooden houses, occupied mainly by 
woll-to-do mechanics, and among these thé 
air fiend spent his greatest fury. Thi 
‘northern boundary of the belt of destruction 

was but threo streets south of the lofty milli 
with their busy throngs of thousands o/ 
workers, showing how narrow was thi 
escape from moro appalling loss of life an¢ 
property. 
» It was a veritable dog day. Th 
air was hot and humid. Dark cloudj 
scurried westerly through the heavent 
with intermittent rain. Suddenly tnd 
wind veered to the west, an inky blacl 
,cone-like cloud seemed to drop from th 
cumulous mass hanging to the southwest and 
move rapidly with awful aspect toward th¢ 
is It was accompanied by torrents of 
rain, 

Tn an instant the crash came, Buildingt 
wore crushed like eggshells; some were lifted 
from their foundations and dashed to pieces) 
others were tipped over or blown from theii 
position and more or less damaged. ‘The ali 
was filled with flying debris. Most of thos 
who mot death in the wreck were killed iy 
stantly. Many lay unconscious or groaning 
in the ruins of their homes. 

Assoon as the survivors realized tho ex: 
tent of the devastating work word was seni 
to the police statien, and ambulances with ¢ 
squad of officers started for the scene, Man 
shal Vosesoon ordered on the whole force, an 
alarm was rung in and the firemen responded 
promptly and rendered great assistance it 
removing the injured fromthe ruins, Thi 
ambulance carried several loads of mangled 
and crushed human beings to the hospital 
Othors were taken to private houses, 

The work of devastation began at the 

cricket grounds, on the southwest, with the 
uprooting of anumber of magnificent trees. 
In Emmett-stroot the wind lifted a story and 
ahalf house, belonging to Thomas Evans, 
bodily and slapped it into tho roadway a 
complete wreck. Mr, Evans, his wife and 
baby were in the house at the time but ew 
caped without great injury. No, 10 Emmett 
street, occupied by a family named Daley, 
was lifted from its foundation and dashed 
down. No.6 was partly moved from thi 
foundation, In the rear of No, 6 was 4 
‘story anda half house occupied by Jamel 
Lyons and family. Hearing the approach 
of the storm, Lyons rushed into the house, 
seized his baby from his wife's arms, 
and fled into thestreet, Both man and child 
escaped, but the dead body of Mra, Lyons 
was subsequently taken from the ruins of het 
dwelling. On Saunders court near by, St 
Patrick's Church hall, a wooden structure, 
was carried 15 feet from its foundation and 
a fow windows were broken in tho parochial 
residence. At the foot of Saunders courta 
switch house, in which Michael Higgins, a 
section hand, was standing, was taken 
up bodily “By “the wind and carried 
under the overhead railroad bridge 
crossing Salem-street, where Higgins 
fell out and was instantly killed. Tho 
railing on this bridge was taken off a4 
though ent with knife. The granite sheds 
of W. F. Jones near the bridge were de- 
molishod. “The house of William F, Cutler, 
foreman of the Boston & Maine car shops, 
was next demolished. 

F. 8. Carr, chief clerk of the car shops, 
was an eye-witness of the storm at this point, 
He says there was a sudden rumbling sound 
and darkness, Timbers and trees flow by tha 
car shops ata terrible rate, When these had 
passed he and other occupants of the shopt 
saw that the Cutler House was in ruins. Mind 
Flossie Cutler was found in the cellar with a 
sprained ankle, Mra Cutler was found in the 
ruins slightly hurt, Little Holen Cutler wae 
crossing the Salem-stroet bridge at tho time, 
within a stone's throw of her home, and was 
buried beneath a pile of lumber and ruins. 
She was found by men from the car shops on 
their way to the ruins and dug out, but bas 
since died from concussion of the brain, The 
cyclone now entered Springfleld-stroot, where 
the greatost devastation was wrought 

Hight persons already are known to have

THE DEAD IN HEAPS- 
A London Times Cable Which Was Cut Of 
Abruptly, 

Lonpon, July 28—A despatch to The 
Times from Buenos Ayres says; Early on 
Saturday the artillery, jolnod by some 
Cubans, took tho first steps to overthrow the 
Government, 

Tho troops and the police parleyed. Firing 
was opened at Palermo and soon extended to 
the Plaza Lavalle. 

The infontry and artillery with moitrail- 
Jusos kept up @ heavy firing all the morning. 
The police fired at and dispersed a crowd 
around the Government House but the people 
kept firing from houses, 

A determined group of 40 mon stood pluck- 
ily to their arms in front of the Government 
house while the roar of artillery and the roll 
of the musketry came nearer and nearer, 
‘A policeman in mere wantonness split an 
Englishman's head open with his sabre and a 

‘bystander shot the policeman down. 

Then after noon the revolutionary Govern-

Tho two nations wero tho only powers 
that owned a foot of land on tho continents | 
that bordered on the islands included within 
the Behring waters where the seals resort to | 
breed.

certain Canadian vessels in 1880 asserted 
their right to enter, and by theit ruthless 
course to destroy the fisheries, aid with 
them to destroy also the resulting industries 
which are #0 Valuable.

Potor and St. Paul, tho pallia, made of 
thia wool, are placed on the altar above the 
tomb of these apostles, and on the toast of 
St. Peter and St. Paul are delivered by the 
pore to the sub-deacon, whose duty it is to 
‘ep thom in charge. Within three months 
of his consecration every now archbishop is 
obliged to apply to the pope, in person or 
by proxy, for the palitam ; nor ta it lawfal 
for him, until he shall have recelved it, to 
exorolae any act of what is pro erly archi- 
eplacopal, as contradiatinguishod from epls 
copal jurisdiction, Thus he cannot, for ex- 
ample, call » provinctal synod. The palliam 
cannot be transferred from one rehbishop 
to anothor, but must be recolved direct from 
the pope. On the archbishop’s death his pal- 
lum ts Interred with him. Its use is held 
fo ymboling the office of the “good shop- 
herd” bearing the loat shoop on his ahould- 
ors, and is connected by some writers with 
the yesturo.of the Jowish high priest in 
Exodus xxyiii4. Inthe medieyal church 
the granting of the Pallium to archbishops 
was one of the chief occasions of the tri- 
bute which was paid by the national 
churches to the support of ‘the groat cen- 
tral office and dignity of the papacy.

Appeal dismissed by the House of Lorda, 

Tho July numbor of the English **Law 
Roporta” contains the jadgmopt of the 
House of Lords in the above famous case, 
tn which many porsons in this part of the 
country wore warmly intorosted, as on the 
success of the attempt, in which they wore 
lod to invest their money, to recover, as 
descendants of John Lawrance, the Towne 
ley eatato in Lancaster, England, they 
depended for a rich reward for their outlay. 
Tho decition of the court of last rosort, 
however, disposes fioally of that hopo, 
Tho case, which wes ontitled Dow Hagon 
Lawrance, appellant; and Lord Norroys 
and others, respondents, was an appeal 
from the order of the Qourt of Appoal dis- 
charging an order of Stirling, J., and dia- 
missing an action brought by the appollants 
against tho respondents as vexatious and 
oppressive and an abuao of the process of 
the court, 

This epoesl was argued Deo. 12 and 13, 
1889, by Warmington, Q.0., and Upjohn 
for the appellant. 

Counsol for respondent were not called 
upon. The House took timo for consider 
ation, Lord Herscholl saying that notice 
would be given if their Lordships desired 
to hear the respondents’ counsel, « 

On April 22nd, 1890, Lord Herschel! 
gave judgment as follows :

The fraud, if committed, shut up 
one avenue only by which Lebius Lawrance 
could have ascertained his rights; it left all 
others open. AndIam not prepared to 
say that, if ib were proved beyond doubt. 
it would mako good the essential element 
in the claim of proof, viz., that the plain- 
tiff had thereby been deprived of tho 
estate. What is there to shew that, in 
spite of the fraud, Lebius or his successor 
might not with diligence hay: ortained 
their rights? No circumstances are stated 
here to shew bow in the present case tho 
fraud had an effeot which, as 1 have said, 
does not appear to me to bo a natural or 
necessary consequence of it. This was the 
view taken by Stirling J. 

And I think the same observation applies 
to the suggested destruction of the tomb- 
stone, What is there to shew that Leblus 
Lawrance or his successors know of the ex-

Stirling J. however thought the allega- 
tion that John Towneley had fraudulently 
obtained possesion of the deed of compro- 
mise and other evidences of title and 
destroyed them would, if established 
be suflicient to sustain a charge of conoai 
ed fraud within the meaning of the statute, 
The Court ot Appeal expressed no opinion 
upon this point. I propose to take the

The story of the fraud, which is said to 
be a concealed fraud within the meaning of 
the Statute of Limitations, and to have de 
prived Leblus Lawgance and thone claiming 
under him of the property in question, is 
equally singular. Lt is this ; On tho death 
of Jonathan Lawrance his solicitors in Eng 
lund, whe had in their possession the evi 
donces of his title and the deed of compro 
mise, were about to communicate to Lebius 
Lawranco, whoxe address in America they 
knew, the facts that his father had recov 
ered tho estates and had died intestate 
seised of them.
